Passengers and Crew Carried 
to Juneau by the Steamer 
Senate. 



Port Townseiu], Jan. 12.— The steamer 
St'iintor, whioh arrived to-duy from 
Alaska, brought news of tho loss of the 
sti'Uiiier TilhiinooU on Novoinbef 29, 
uboul 5 o'dock in the afternoon, witli 
the sou perfectly calm and the captaiu 
and both pilots on the bridge. Tlio 
Tillamook was run liigh and dry on tho 
norlli end of Wood island, just south of 
Iviidiak islaiiil. Iler l.'i passengers and 
crew were all safely lauded, together 
witli their baggage and 'the steamer's 
freight. Ever.vlliing was taken in small 
boats to Kadiak. While on tiie beach at 
NN'ood Lsland it was necessary lo iiost 
iissenibled guards over the baggage to 
I>rcvent the crew .from stealing every- 
thing of value. The passengers were 
compelled to renjaiu at Kudiuk fur 20 
ilays. The steamer Aloha picked up the 
liassengers, crew and freight of the Tilla- 
niC>o]( ut Kadiak aud took tlieui to 
Juneau, arriving there January 4. The 
Senator brought down the oUIccrs aud 
crew of tlie Tillamook. 

The Tillainook, which was one of the 
mail steamers running between Juneau 
and Sitka and the ports of Southeastern 
Alaska, ■ as far west as Dutch 
Harbor, had furnished the specula t 
ors nmch room for theory by her 
long absence, for she was over two 
months overdue at her destination, and 
tlio steamer Aloha, wliicli was running 
with licr on tlie .South western Alaska 
route, was also two weeks overdue at 
.Tunean. All kinds of theories were ad- 
vanced, tho most recent being published 
in several papers but a few days ago, to 
the effei't that she wfls frozen in tlie ice 
in Seldovia Bay. Tliis was ridiculed by 
Alaskan navigators, who however were 
at the same time convinced that some 
inisliap must have befallen her. The 
Tillamook was a steam schooner of about 
000 tons.

Tliat it is actna,lly talieii 
uji givcH promise that an answer one "w.-i 
or other will be speedily forthcumin 
.■111(1 that tlii'ic will be no loiig-ilrawn out 
delay over tlie iiegotintionf<. 

The fad that the treaty is now being 
actively considered in London nii.turally 
has excited much siieculation an to the 
liiial outcome, but the state department 
it-i mialile to eoiilirni any of the rumors : 
t./ its jirobable accept.ince. 

Tiiere is <iuiie a prevailing feelin.,, 
however, nnolUcially expreseod by those 
who have follo-vved the recent course of 
alTairs, that the indications are favorable 
to an acceptance. It wat< pointed out in 
the commiinications by an ollleial that if 
rejection was contemplated, it would pro- 
bably liave been inaile at once, whereaw 
tho delay of about two weeks sim,-!' the 
amended treaty reached t'i<> London for- 
eign olllce gave evidence that there was 
a dcMire on tlu' part of the cabinet olil- 
ciais there to consider tin- matter with 
much deliberation m the hope of bring- 
ing the two governments into agreement.

FIRST CONVERTIXG PLuVNT. 

Greenwood Smelter Closes Contract for 
Its Erection. 

Greenwood, Jan. 12. — The first convert- 
ing plant to be erected in the province 
will be installed {n the Greenwood smel- 
ter, owned by tho B. C. Copper Co. To- 
day a contract was clofied for a complete 
plant, involving an expi-nditure at tlie 
factory of if-lO.OOtJ. The converter will 
hiiindlo a daily capacity of two furnaceis 
at the smelter, amounting to si.x hun- 
dred tons. Roughly, this amount will 
produce forty tons of matte, and passing 
through the converter it means twenty 
tons of blisle:' copper daily, averaging' 
ninety-eight, a id a lialf per cimU. pure 
nieiii.l. The ctlitract is to be complet<'d 
in six months, <'onsists of a •lO-toii elec- 
ti-ict crane, crnsliing jilant. Mowing en- 
gine, converters and accessories. By the 
time it is ready for operatinn, the second 
furnace Vi-ill have been installed at the 
smelter, bringing it up to a daily ctipa- 
city of six hundred tons. '

Tlie announeoment made by the Colo- 
nist that tho C. P. K. had acquired a 
controlling interest in the C. P. N. Co. 
naturally formed the one topic of conver- 
sation among all classes of citizens yes- 
terday; anything affecting the status of 
important a local enterprise being a 
subject of lirst importance. 

Tho Colonist interviewed the geutlemeu 
iutercBtcd iu the consummation of the 
deal, with the object of eliciting further 
information regarding details, but was 
informed that little further -was to he 
said at the present time. It was learned, 
however, that the C. 1'. 11. had secured 
most all of the shares in the 0. P. N. 
Co., including the large interests held by 
Capt. John Irving, K. P. Kitliet and T. 
L. Briggs, besides those of the Hudson's 
Bay Co. 

The price paid has not as yet been 
divulged, but it is stated that the share- 
holders recfttred 93 their shares, an 
advance of <t5 cEtnts over the price 
quoted a few -weeks ago. The shares 
held by Thomas Earle, M. P., have not 
yet boon acquired by the O. P. U., but it 
is said that there and all the shares will 
in a few days pass into the hands of the 
big company. 

Those w-ho are in a position to speak 
with knowledge on tlie subject express 
tho opinion that it i^ premature to in- 
dulge in speculations, regarding the plans 
of tho C. P. R. Absolutely nothing is at 
present known beyond the bare fact that 
tho O. P. R. has acquired a controlling 
interest in the C. P. N. Co., and that it 
is contemplated to improve the services 
bctw-eeu Victoria and Vancouver and to 
Northern British Columbia and Alaskan 
ports— iu the latter connection placing 
tho Canadian coast cities almost imme- 
diately on a basis Of equality with the 
Sound cities in the matter of 'up-to-date' 
transportation facilities. " ' 

Hotli Mr. Thompson, managing director 
of the C. P. N. Co., and Mr. C. O. Chip- 
man, coininissionor of the Hudson's Buy 
Co., consider that the consummation of 
the deal w-ill prove hugely beneficial, both 
to Victoria aud Vancouver and tho prov- 
ince in general, from tho certainty which 
is said tliat these and all the shares 
diatelv raise the standard of the steam- 
ship eiiuipiiieiit of the C. P. N. COi ,.up. 
to that of its own great enterprises-—, 
lirst-class iu every particular. Wot ^lat, 
reason tho gentlemen mentioned ' think 
there is cause for rejoicing.' ■ ■ ■ • > 

There was some fear manifested among 
those who discuBscd the news of th? deal 
vesterday that Victoria might ultimately^ 
suffer by the 0. P. R. removing tho C. P.' 
N. Oo.'s base from this city to Vancou- 
ver. As there is absolutely informa- 
tion on that point available at present, 
time alone w-ill toll if such be tlie inten- 
tion. Those who follow largo business 
transactions pretty closely are of the 
opinion that Victorians w-ould do well 
not to " climb a hill before they come to 
it." 

The Canadian Pacific Navigation Oom- 
pany w-as formed here iu lSS;i. It was 
tlie culniiiiiition of Capt. John Irviug's 
efforts. Prior to that Capt. .lohu Irving- 
had been running vessels on the Frasor, 
since at the age of 20 he took command 
of his father's steamer Onward. In 
1.S7.") tho bite commodore of the C. V. N. 
Co., w-lio w-as one of the shareholders 
bought out by the C. P. II. Co., pur- 
chased the steamer Liilooet and ac(iuirod 
a lleet consisting of the steamers Hope, 
(ileiKira and Royal City, as well as the 
Onw-ard and Liilooet. In ISTd the Hud- 
son's Bay Company, other shareholders 
w-hose interest lias been acquired by tho 
0. P. R., entered into competition on the 
Victoria-New Westminster route, and 
Capt. Irving purchnsed the Wilsou G,' 
Hunt and operated ber on that route* 
His rivals secured the Olyinpia, since''re-< 
ehristened the I'rincess Louise, and;al^. 
though a combination w-as soon formeoi 
w-hicji maintained until the formationr.Of' 
the C. I'. N.'Co., competition -raii'high,! 
In 1880 the Oassiar was placed on ,th& 
route and another contest "was precipi- 
tated, which lasted until that vessel was. 
lost the foltowlng year* In the mcan-i 
time the 'Western Slope -was built by 
Capt. 'W. Moore, and he was nninmg 
her through to "rale. Capt. Irviug had 
the Elizabeth Irving built to compete, 
hut she was burned before earning a 
dollar. Capt. Irving, rallying from his 
loss, then built tho steamer 11. I'. Ititliet, 
and soon afterwards bought the Western 
Slope at auction, on tho failure of Capt. 
Moore. In 18S.5 the People's Naviga- 
tion Co., composed of Messrs. Turner 
and Finlaysnn, of Victoria, and some 
Nanaimo people, bought tho steamer 
Amelia and put her on the Nanaimo 
route in opposition to' tho O. P. N. Co. 
A bitter -war T\'nged for a brief poriml, 
ending in tho amalgamation of interests. 
AVhoii tho C. P. R. was completed in 
188(i, ruining steauihoatiiig on the Pra- 
ser, the C. P. N. Co. withdrew, and 
since that time it has confined its o'liora- 
tions to the Vancouver, New Westmin- 
ster, Britisli Cohinibia ports, West 
Coast and Lynn canal routes. 

When the articles of incorporation of 
the C. P. N. Co. w-ere filed on January 
(>. lS,S;i. the company was capitalized for 
S.-iOO,()()0, divitieil into 5,0(10 shares. The 
incorporators were Capt. John Irving, R. 
P. Rithet. Capt. William Sr)ring. V. Mc- 
Ouade, :M. AV. T. Drake, William 
Cliarles and Alex. Mnnro. Capt. Irving- 
was manager. a;:d H. P. Rithet. Robert 
Diiiismuir and Alex. Munro directors. 
I'ho stoamers taken over by tho com- 
panv were the R. P. Rithet. Princess 
Lnuiso, William Irving. Western Slope. 
Enterprise, Reliance, Otter, Maude and

The im- 
portance of this to the cimiuic'rcial inter- 
ests of the two principal Coast towns of 
Ilritish Columbia will lie evident to 
I'veryone. 

" 'l"he arrangement implies the co- 
operation of llu- great railway corpora- 
tion in the efl'orts of our merchants to 
gain and hold th(> larger part of the 
Northern business. It has been alleged 
ill the past that as the railway company 
did not own the steamers running be- 
tween A'anoiiver and Victoria and North- 
ern ports, it made no difference to its 
interests whether the freight it hauled 
across the continent wns shipped to thfT 
Yukon from a Pugct Sound or British 
Columbia port.' Now this will be 
changed. It will bo the railway com- 
pany's interest to see that the Ynko^ 
business is directed as largely as po.ssible 
into British Columbia channels, and it is

It is well 
known that the r;iil\vay autbnrities liavi' 
fre(|iiently urged that a bidter service 
between here and \'ietoria sloiulil he in- 
augurated. Whilst the n;i vigati:>ii coin- 
piiny did not see its way to jihice the 
=i'rvice on such a footing as the railway 
company desireil, there can be little 
iloiibt that the latter will snoii make 
great iiiiprcjvenienis in it. The railway 
ci>m|)aiiy will regard the service across 
the (liilf :is part of its tbrongh si'rvice 
I'nini Montreal, .■iml deal with it in a 
manner very din'ereiit from that in 
which tlie navigation coiuiiany wjis com- 
pelled to deal with it ns a matter of bnsi 
ness. There is no question tbiit the cliangi' 
will benefit Victoria very greatly, as tlu' 
bettor the service ihe larger will be tic 
number of those who patronize it. 

"Tliis transaction would aiipear to 
solve the problem of better steamship 
connection with the North and in a man- 
ner which, without any cost to the tax- 
payers of Vancouver, will place our mer- 
chants and traders in a more favor;ible 
Iinsitiou to compete for the trade than is 
c iijoyed by their rivals on Paget Sound."

The Metropolitan Street Hallway Com- 
pany have tiikcu formal possession o£ the 
cumi)res»ed air plant and motor system 
which wus In course of Installation and 

oporiitlon by the Compressed Air Companj- 
from September "0 Inst uutll Its acceptance 
by the street railway coinpniiy ou the day 
above mentioned. Uow great a revolution 
this may mean In the nielhoda of propul- 
sion of street riillwny <'iir>i In New York 
remains to be slph. 

So far n- the workJuKs ot the compressed 
air system on the Twency-Eiehth and T\ycn- 
ty-NlntU street Hues is concerned. It' Is 
yet too early to rcaca any positive conclu- 
sions. It will not be until the cars have 
beeu operated fur a cousldcroble time that 
tlK! merits or defects of the motors will bo 
fully demonstrated. 

In appearance the compressed air cars 
dllTor but little from the ordinary electric 
or cable car. The only notable feature that 
Is distinct from other cars Is'that for a dis- 
tance of several feet alons the middle of 
the car there is n wooden screen, which 
drops down from the floor of the car on 
each side, entirely coiicoallnc the machinery 
which drives the car. This screen serves 
no purpose whatever In the mechanism or 
hanilUni,' of the car. Its object apparently 
Is merely to cut off from view the loni: 
drlvluK rods which turn the wheels. Just 
as <lo the driving rods of a locomotive. In 
addition to this It Improves Ihe ceneral 
iiIi|)L'iuance ot the car by rellevlnc It of . a 
certain nakedness which It would have If 
the full movement of Its machinery wore 
exi)Ose(l to view. This Is the only eternal 
feaiitre of the car which mU'ht attract at- 
tention. As a matter of fact It is not no- 
ticed l)y the vast majority of i)eoplo In 
tlu' streets, and It Is safe to say that not 
one-lmlt ot the people who are now rldlni; 
day after day ou the Twonty-KlKhth and 
Twenty-Ninth street line know that they 
are nslm; anv other car than one of the 
electric system. 

One ttiliiK. however. Is very noticeable 
abDut Ihe compressed air cars, nud that is 
their almost entire freedcim from the crlnd- 
intr. the Jarrln;; and the other nnlses which 
are common U) a i;n>ater or less decree In 
all forms of the cable or even of the ho.'jt 
appointed electric car.-i. The reason for Ihlj 
Is two-fold. In the first place the propul- 
sive power Is applied <llrecily to the wheels. 
In Ihe cuhle eiirs. of course, it has to be 
picked up bv Ihe cable nippers, \vhleh an' 
ea'iable iif pro(lii(.'ln:r noises that are very 
IrvliiL' "'ven li> persons ot fairly coinpnsed 
n(M-ves. In I lie ele(.|i-|c cars the power Kets 
lu llie wheels liv a system of u'eMrlni; which 
Inevitably produces more or less L-rlnd ny; 
liud jarrhiK toBether with the very pro- 
nonnced sound of t:he crank movement. j 

Rut It Is In stopplnc that the freedom of 
the couipressed air cars from noise Is most . 
pronounced. This Is <liie to a l.>raki'. ihe 
hivenllon of the same Mr. Ilarillc who In- 
vented the car II self. by whose nJiine 
It Is known. This brake Is operated bv the 
same eoniiiressed nlr that drives the ear. 
It Is alisolulelv noiseless In It.s release and 
Is hut Utile heard wlien It Is npplie.l. There 
Is even no hlsslnu' of eseapljiu poiiip-.'ssed 
air when the brake releases lis t-rip. t..r it 
la a part of the device that th.' compressed 
air when It Squeozos the shoe to the rim of 
the wheel completely exhausts Its expan 
slve power and escapes by the exhaust at

This noiseless feature of the now vehicle 
Is one of Its lucidenlal comforts and is 
icrtain to conimeuti It hU'hly tu the public. 
Thi! screeching'. saw-UIIni,' noise nuisance 
vs'hich ;cues with the aupllcullon of the 
ealiie car brake, an(l the somewhat modllled 
noises of the same kind with the Jerk and 
jolt of release which are incidental to the 
electric curs, are wourlnesaos to tiie llesh 
nud blood from which Mew Yorkers have 
Icus suffered, and whose wear and tear on 
their nerves they but vaKueiy appreciate 
lititll they are relieved from them. The 
o.ulet and smoothness of movement of the 
comoressed air ears as compared with the 
kinil peo|)le are used to in tin? streets of 
New York reminds one of what Mark Twain 
said about never bearliii; the noise of tlie 
elevated railroad train until it stops. You 
don't know how the noise of tho ordinary 
car 1ms been bothering you until you are In 
one of the Tweaty-BiRhth street line's new 
cars and And that the noise has stopped. 

So far as speed is concerned tho compress- 
ed .-ilr cars iire capable of dolu;: very much 
more than they will ever be called upon or 
perudtted tu do In the streets of New Vork. 
There is up lu Home, iN. Y.. a street rail- 
road about fifteen miles lu leuK'th which 
Is equipped with cars of the same sl/.i: and 
kind now used in Twcnty-ElKlith and Twen- 
iv-.Nlath streets, that Is to say. with a car 
"slnj: an applied pressure hi its operation 
of l."0 pounds to the square Inch. These 
Kouie cars have been run at as hlnh a speed 
a.s tlilrt.y aud thirty-live miles an hour. , 
and wltii a higher air pressure nilt'ht do I 
better still. Tbc battery of comoressed air 
attached to each car will carry It for a 
distance of somethluK Uke seventeen miles 
without recharglnB. 

To recharRo tho air battery on a car is 
a very simple and a very short process. 
'I'he car Is run up to the bin battery In 
tlie ceutral station and Its own iiattery Is 
connected witii it by a .simple device which 
anybody of ordinary lntelll«ence can han- 
dle. If the worknuiu Is alert and not buns- 
llnt' In his work, a ear of which the ntotlve 
forct: Is entirely exbausted may be rechnrK- 
ed ami nuide ready for another seventeen- 
mile run within sixty seconds. If the work- 
man Is not so quick the process may take 
minnte and a half. 

This ellndnatlon of the necessity for 
specially trained experts in the uuina;,'e- 
nieut of even the power station plant Is 
one of the stront: iiolnts that Is asserted for 
the compressed air motor .system, Kor an 
electric road skilled (dectrlcal experts are a 
necesslly. and not one. but many. With 
the compressed air system, on the other 
hand, all that is ri'unlred of a man liold- 
In..: Ihe most responsibli' place at the 
I'ower house .St.'.;:::;.

Tlds feature naturally reduces bv 
a verv coiishlerabie sum the cost of opiyat- 
Inc the road, while it iloes away with the 
dlfllcnllv oflen i.-xperienced In Ki'Itlnr 
skilled specialists when Ihey are wnnled. 

r.ut Ihe ureal advanla^-e asserted for the 
compressed air car over thai propelii'd by 
a c'alde or electricity Is that It carries its- 
i wii motive power with l!. When It Is 
once cliarjri'd and upon the line it Ciin i;o 
wherever there are tracks. Compressed tilr 
■ars like those operated in Twenty-KlKhth 
strei.t have been in use on the North t.'Iark 
street line In (;hlcat,'o for more than .a year, 
r.irl of I heir fniiclloii Is to act as owl cars 
at iiiLTiit, lliat Is. belwiaai the hoin-s of 
]oiiiiii;,'iil and '^ a. in., wlieii tlie cable wiiicii 
nms iiart of the curs Is stoppial. The air 
cars In their trips run for one sev(;ntli of 
tlu' distance over horse car tracks; for an- 
other soventli over electric car tr.-icdis, and 
for the renmlnliiL' tlve-seveni lis over cable 
car tracks. 

In other words, there Is notliinc In the 
track equipment of any of the street 
railroads now In operation which pre- 
ronts the compressed tilr car from rnnnln.i; 
over them, it not only can i;o anywhere, 
but It Is entirely Independent of any dls- 
taiii power station In Its luoveiueiils. If 
the chM'trlc trolley or the cable- power sta- 
tions brctik down, the cars that are out 
slop slili rlt'lil where thev ari', and there 
is a tie-up of the line until the power Hta- 
tioii Is In worklnir order aKUln. Of course, 
the compressed air power station, like any 
other, is liable to break down. The break, 
too. may be so bad as eventually to tie up 
tho line for a time. Hut in the meanwhile 
there will bo no loads of complainlu); pas- 
seiiKers in stalled cars scattered at Intervals 
all over the Hue.

The use of conipresHi>d air for drills and 
otliiT mechanical ai)pllnnces rcipiirlm,' a 
compact and convenient motive iiowia- Ims 
becnine so i;ener:il that the manufacture of 
air compressei's has Krown into a business 
bv Ksoif mid an Important one. 

Tliere are several eompro^isius on the 
miirkpt. but they all hlnKe ou the same 
p(n(!nil principle. They all are lu ef- 
fect the same In strncMire as what mlcht 
be called a bli: bicvcle piimn opi'rateil bv a 
ste.iiu en:,'lne. It Is i)ractlcallv an arrange- 
ment that Is the exact reverse of a steam 
cylinder. lusteail of expaudinu' steam for- 
ciut; the piston out and thus making' It turn 
the wheel. It is the piston that forces tliir 
,ilr back. Jams it Into n corner and then 
squeezes It until Its QSpaudlnii pressure 
becomes terlfflo! In this state it Is bottled, 
liottle, too. Is the terra used tor the recep- 
taclo In which the comiiressed air Is stored 
until It is wanted for use. I'.nt it won't 
quite do to put ccnuprcssccl aU- that is ex- 
ortlni; sn pxpuuslve pressure of -..">0() 
pounds on everv square Inch of surface It 
touches into t'lass bottles. It would not 
do. either, to put It Into pvpu steel bot- 
tles unless thev had been severely tested: 
and the standard test requires them to re- 
sist a pressure of B,00(> Vpounds-. to the 
square Inch before It Is considered safe 
to trundle thorn nronnd attached vinder the 
floor of a car with even 2,500 pounds prc.>i- 
Bure In them.

UL'uus steel will hold tOKether llrmly while 
ou every Inch of its inside surface there is 
a 5,0uu-pound force trying to tear it to 
Hinders, then it is considered entirely sate 
to 1111 it wltli compressed air at a tension 
or only '2,M> pounds to ilie square liieii 
and send It on Its travels as the 
motive iKiwer of a street car, a steam 
drill or any other machine that is equip- 
ped lo be driven by it. 

To Install a compressed nlr power station

The bul'dlm; of the conduit alone, 
especially through streets underneath which 
is a k'rciit network of water ami i,'as piiies, 
and sewers. Involves in ceriaiu cases an 
outlay far creatcr than It would require to 
put lu oiieraiion a fully e(iidpiied compress- 
ed air motor car Hue. where the expense is 
chielly Umiled to tlu' three i,'i'ound essen- 
tials ii track. r>ower house plant and a roll- 
luir sto(.k ei|u!pineiii of car motors. 

HetiM'en tie' cost of insliilllnir an ov<'rliead 
Irollv system ami thai of imtlinL.' in tlu' 
ccjinijresscd air line tlicri' Is no very uri'at 
dinereiK". 'file advantage to tho compresr,- 
ed air plan la this inslaiua. Is confined to 
intrinsic Jirfcrences— the Independent free 
action of the c<.inpressed air car without 
reference to any mishaps th.it imiv befall 
the contrnl power station maclilnerv: the 
greater smr>;>thness of movement: Ihe abii- 
Itv t(i ran ov.u- anv kind of tr:u'k. aud tlie 
vtist suiieriority so far as freeilmii from 
nolsi- is cou.-eriicd iaMUL' the rhief ar;:n- 
nieiils in fa\'o,- of the rouiiircssed ait- car. 
As for tile ■alile roaii. ihat Is so r.apiillv be- 
coming' a bark numlier Ihat It Is hardly 
worth while eomparliiR it with any ot Ihe 
modern systems.

Tliat tba.t will re 
dound in an almost inimoasui-abl'j de 
gteo to the advantagi> of liritiwh Colum- 
bia no one -will be indined to deny. For 
that reason, looldng at the matter from 
a provincial standpoint, the announce- 
ment of the consummation of the deal is 
Tory good news.

LOYALTY. 



Much has been written in regard to 
loyalty to one's country. Our school 
readers ask: "Breathes there a man 
with Koiil so (lead who never ti> liinirtelf 
has sa,id, this is my own, my native 
land?" Loyalty to one's country is the 
essential duty of every man with a spark 
of patriotism in him. It is loyalty that 
makes the poldier forget everything' save 
figbting in tiio common cause, be it good 
or bad, of the laud he c.-Uls his own. It 
is loyalty that makes him forget his 
weariness, his wounds, and strive on un- 
til he falls and dies in falling. It in loy- 
alty, or it Hhould be, if it is nol, that is 
the foundation of every statesman. It 
is loyaJty that makes the citizen. It is 
loyalty that causes even the children's' 
oye.'i to brighten when deeds of prowess 
are recited for them. You can see the 
sturdy little backs strnigjjten, the fin- 
gers sdSen, .tha Jbcad. push up, and ynn 
know they are all aglow from the siiark 
within — a -tiny spark as .vet, but o)ie that 
will grow broader and warmer iinlil the 
children aro the men who will face death 
ratlier than see their country wronged, 
and the women, who will send their 
brothers and husbands to the wars, and 
die, if need bo, for tbe empire to which 
they belong. It is loyalty that hiniis jjs 
all together in national trouble, and that 
makes. us stand, tlie high with the low, 
itSe rich •g?.JK,th6, poor, united in tho 
■'common causC' of love lor the land that 
is ours. ' 

But there is another sort of loyalty be- 
sides the loyalty to one's country. It is 
tho loyalty of every man to himself. The 
old Stoics tell us: 

"Rpmembcr you are but an actor, act- 
ing whatever part the Master liiui or- 
dained. It may be short, or it may be 
long. If He wish yon to represent a 
poor man, do it hen.rtily; if a cripple or a 
magistrate, a soldier or a private man, 
in each na.se, act your part with loyalty 
«nd honor.*' 

;':.Jl.Tery man has, sometime or other, felt 
nsrithiix him that kinship to alLthat fi; 
best aiid sweetest in the world around 
ihim, which is the' kinship to the Good, 



to tho Beautiful, to the Pure or to God. 
It matters little what we name it. It is 
tho Best -s^'o know, and it is the only way 
we can think of God. This sense of 
kinship may only come onco in a, life- 
time, but once is enough to let us know 
It is there, and to strive to bo loyal to 
it We ore part of it, we belong to it, 
just as wo belong to our country and our 
Queen. Only there is nothing but purity 
and goodnees and sweetness about it. It 
is the"Divine I-Iorita,ge," and our land, 
tho land we Ioto and live for, or fight and 
die for, is tho "earthly heritage." Both 
are tho gift of God, and wo may Imvo 
to die in order to bo true to tlio ono as 
well as to the other. 

It is loyalty to our land ajid to our 
Queen that makes us fight our country's 
battles. It is loyalty to our.selves and to 
God that makes \w, in tlie very jaws of 
death, stand by a dying comra.do or give 
our last .drop of water ■ to an ononiy. 

It was loyalty to thcmeelvcs that made 
the early scientists die for tho principle 
that they had dared to advance in the 
teeth of overwhelming theological dogma. 
It was loyalty that gave Bnmo courage 
to face death at the stake, rather than 
lo recant, .is nalliloe had done before 
lum. There ia something sublimely 
grand in the death of this great man. 
He was a,bsolutoly alone. Unlike the 
Christian martyrs, Heaven was no real 
place to him, and Eternity but a word. 
Ho believed in God at) the "All in All," 
"The Universe," "The Sole Cause of All 
Things." There was no personal .sa.viour 
to him, who would hobl bis hand through 
the Ibimes, si> th;it tluTe should bo no 
terror in death. Firm in his belief of 
« bat he felt to be tnie, loyal to the prin- 
ciples that mu.gt bave been God-given, 
if God is Trutli. he stood alone, "no ac- 
cueier, no witnei^s, no advoca.te, only tbe 
f.imiliars of the Holy Offlce, clad in 
black robes, moving stealthily about, and 
the tonnnntors and tho rack awaiting 
lilin in the \ :\iills ludow. When the sen- 
((Mice was ri'.iil. h,' s:iiil to his judges: 
'Terhups it is with greater fear that you 
paf« tho sentence upon mo than I re- 
reivo it." And so ho died, firmly loynl 
to 'himself !i.nd to God, whom, if he did 
not worship aw other men worshimicd, ho 
supported as the soldier supports tho 
country he fights to retain, by adhering 
to and dying for the truths, that have 
made tho world a freer and better place 
to-day. 

It is loyalty to ourselves that makes iis 
shrink from all that is false and Impure. 
As far back as we can rend, we find the 

old pliilosoidieit^ temdiiiig this in one way 
or aiiotber. In tlu- laws of Menu, we 
find written: "Tho soul itself is its own 
witness; the soul itself it its own refuge. 
OtCond not thy own soul, tbe supreme 
eternal witness of man." 

.Tesiia Christ taught us loyalty when 
he died on Calvarj-, and his disciples 
taught it after him. 

God is speaking it now, to-da.v. We 
have only to open our windows to hear 
it and see it. It is written in the stars 
and on tho hills. The sea is whispering 
it, the wind is singing it; they toll ns 
that each one of us ih pa.rt of God's own 
infinite plan. 

Beautiful as is tho loj'alty to one's 
country and to one's Queen, grander and 
more bca.utiful i.s tho loyalty to ourselves 
and to God; for witli. God there is no 
division, no strife against each other. 
Every man in every land is united witli 
lus neighbor, standing shoulder to 
shoulder, striving to make the world bet- 
ter by being true to himself, bound by a 
tie invisible, stronger than life or death.

From Montreal Star. 

A radical mistake Is made by most of tho 
United States nowspapers In siipposluK that 
the people oC the United IClnydom are anxi- 
ous for CDniiiierclal reasons to have the Nic- 
aragua (.'anal completed as soon as posslljlo, 
and those opposlni; the Hay-l'aunccfoto 
treaty nr^ue that the people of the United 
States should not be expected to pa.v for a 
cnnal wlilch will be as beneflcliil commer- 
cially to lOnt'land as to tho United States la 
time of iieace unless the United States can 
derive some exclusive advaiitaire from It lu 
time of war. It the canal would be a coni- 
nierolul boon lo the United Kln:;dom. or tho 
Ilrltlsh Empire, there would be some force 
In tills argument, but. as already stated by 
tlie Star, the manufacturers of the British 
Isles now have the advantage of their Unit- 
ed States competitors east of the Kocky 
mountains, lu the I'aclUc trade, because 
Liverpool Is nearer to the I'aolllc ocean 
than any Atlantic or Gulf port of the 
United States, and the construction of this 
cMiial, conipletoly alterlni; the situation, 
would iirobably be very In.lurluus to British 
com inerce. 

Iliit It may bo said, that Canada having 
loni; coast lines on both oceans, should de- 
rive as much beiieflt from the cauul asL the 
I'nltcd States. How would the canal affect 
Canada comuierclally? It would undoubted- 
ly urently shorten tho ocean voyage between 
the .Vtlanllc and the I'acllie coasts of Can- 
ada, but the sliortcnlni; of distance wou'd 
no*, be so ;;reat for Canada as for the Unit- 
ed States. .Ml vessids bound for the Ta- 
cllie from ilu- Allantlc oast of Canada or 
the United Stales must iro throuiili the Suez 
Canal or around South America. As South 
America lies very much to the cast of North 
America, Canada, jnttinc far out Into the 
.Mlnutle. Is nearer to It. as well its to the 
Suez f'aiial, than the T'nited Snites. and 
the Calf iiui-ts of the United Slates are In 
a pecullarlv illsadvaiitaL'coiis iioslilun as 
ciinipare.l with our Atlantic pnrls. because 
they are so far to the west. St. .lolui. Hall- 
fax and Svclnev. ('. I!.. !ire new nearer by 
water to all niarkcis of the racllie than 
New Orleans. Mobile and Galveston, but 
when the Nicaragua Canal Is completed 
these Gulf ports will be fully a thousand 
miles nearer to the Pacific than tho ports 
of our Maritime I'rnvluccs.

Then British Columbia Is spleiid 
Idly endowed bv natun^ with all the raw 
mntorlals for niaklUL' Iron, and It miiy be 
expecli'il In future to develop a consider- 
able export business lo Uacllle countries, 
but the Nlearadua Canal will brim; Intel 
ciimiielltlon the cheap Iron products of tile 
Soalbem Stales.

Complaints made to tho authorities meet 
with no success, as the- ollicials complain 
tha.t their tre!i.>uricH are denuded, and 
they have 110 means to pay tin' troops, 
who take thirt nneaiiH ot making up for 
the aliHeiiee of wiigo.*;." 

New,s is given of a serious mutiny 
which occurred in the garrison ot Sliin- 
yeiso, Fonnos'a, a party of privates mak- 
ing a desperate attack iii^oii tho quarters 
of tho offlcers, who experienced some dif- 
fmilty in ranking their escape. Lieut. Sa- 
to was severely injured.

Si.\ high prioBts of Buddha, represent- 
ing the Croat .lapan Buddhists' Union, 
at their hoadciuiirtors, at Kenninji Tem- 
ple, in Kioto, .laiiaii, have issued a cir- 
cular leller in connection with what ilH 
signers describe as "'I'lie (.'hiiioHe Emer- 
gency." It is addressed to "All the 10c- 
ilear^lics in tlie World." 

Tiie docuinent, prepared by those load- 
ers of the different nocts which embrace 
the religion of Budilha, deals with tho 
causes which led to the recent nnti-for- 
oign uprising in Cliiiia, and .suggi'Hts a 
poMsibli' solnlion of tlie troubles Ihi're. It 
giM's a careful analysis of llie Chineso 
character, und la.ys tho principal hlamo 
for the dillicniticri at tho doors of tho for- 
eign iius«ionarios, apparently upon those 
who are non-American. Copies of tho 
ircuiar have been sent to the several

"IMioro can bo no denying that the Hin- 
cority as well as onthusiasni displayed 
by tho ministers of Christian churclieH 
ill China iri anything but insignilica.nt. 
They have not only succeeded in estab- 
lishing churches in every territorv and 
distributing their preachers iu tho" vari- 
ous province but also scciirod, by dint 
of unremitting ofiforts, suitahh' machinery 
for tho salvation of tho souls of the Chi- 
lUMo people by establishing schools, lib- 
ra rieis, hospitals, poor asylums, orphan- 
ages, printing, as well as publishing 
I10U.SOS, nil of them absolutely indispen- 
siblo for tho dovolopment of civilization, 
and all magnilicently equipped and main- 
tained for the furfhoranco of the socinJ 
welfare in Chiuii. Tho Chinese, liowovor, 
contrary to expectatinn, Imve not only 
failed to appreciate tlie favors bestowed 
upon them by tho foreign mi.snionaries, 
but have destroyeil cliurch buildings, per- 
secuted ministers and taken tho livtw a.nd 
property of Christians, with little oi» no 
tliought of consequences— in short, their 
violence and cruelty have known no 
bound.-j.

Had the seed fallen Upon a board or 
a stone, it might have sent out leavi'« und 
roots; but all in viiiu, for nouielhiUn' was 
lacking and that seed was u railia j m 
lite. What ie there in the soi! tMat la 
so necessary to the success of i)huit !ife.' j 
And how lia.s it come to be there"' In- i 
dwid, what is this soil that iilaiits need 
so much'.' These are jsonie of tlie q\.iL\<- 
tions wliieh we will try to answer. 

One readily sees that the soil funiisbes 
a j)lu«o for the plants to lix lhemselve>; 
aXi anchorage, as it were. It in al.-o easy 
to see that from the .^oil the plains ob- 
tain a Bupply of water; and. moreover, 
that this water is very necessiiry, 1'or 
the vegetation in a niuisl country buffers 
greatly in time of drought and few plants 
;ire aiiU' tn gi'ow in a desert region be- 
cause there is so little watur. Vou can 
make a det^ert in the dcliool room ii-nd 
coiitrant it with moist soil by planting 
see<ls in two diyhes of soil, Watering one 
uit-b, but furnishini: none to the other.

ether in Cireealand where there Is an ice 
slieet covering land having an area, more 
than ten times that of the state of New 
York. Let us go to this region to see 
what lias lieon done in J^ew York. 

In the interior is a vast plateau of ice. 
in pliicea over lO.OUO.feet high, a great 
icy desert, where absolutely no life of 
any kind, either animal or plant, can ex- 
ist and where it never rains, but -whero 
oven in tiio middle of summer t'le storms 
bring snow-. Such m-ust have been th» 
condition in northeastern America during 
tlie glacial jjoriod. 

This va,st ice sheet is slowly moving 
outward in all direction.^ from the elevat- 
etl centre, much as a pile of wax may be 
made to liow outward by jilaeing a heavy 
weight upon the middle. -Moving towarii 
the north, cast, south and west this gla- 
cier must of course come to an I'lul sunio- 
whoro. In places, usually at the heai!r> 
of bays, the end is in tlie sea, as the end 
of our glacier must have been off the 
shores of New England. From the.-Je sea 
onda, iocbergs constantly break off; and, 
lloating' away toward the south, often 
reach, before they melt, n.s far as the 
path followed by the steamers from thq 
United States to Europe. Between tho 
bays, where the glacier ends in the sen,, 
the ice front rests on tlie land, as it didf 
over the greater part of New York and 
tho state.H further west. 'J'here it melts 
in the siimiiier, supiilying streams with 
water and tilling many small ponds and 
lakes.

l'"xamining this rock it Is found to he 
polished, scratched and gmoved just like 
the beil rock in New i'(;rk, and the 
scratches extend in the direction from, 
which the ice iiidvcs.

»re bculders .mil iiebliles, Hoiaetimes on 
Ihe bare rock, sometimes imbedded in a 
clay as they are with us. Aa we found 
when studying tho soil in our own region 
so hero the pebbles are often senvtcheil. 
and many of tlieiii are quite different 
fi( in the rock on which they rest.

hard bits will scratch, while a pin will 
not. 

Study this soil with the eye and you 
may see the tinv bits, though In sandy 
soils one may easily notice that they are 
bits of mineral. Even fine, loamy ajid 
-clay soils when examined with a pocket 
Jens or a niicroscoiu' will be found to be 
composed of tiny fragments of mineral. 
It is evident that in some way mineral 
lias been powdered up to form the soil; 
nnd since the miner.-.ls come fnun rocks, 
it is the rocks that have been ground i,p. 
Th.nt powdered rod; will make just such 
a substance as soil may be |>roved by 
jiounding a pebble to bits, or by collect- 
ing some of the rock dust that is made 
-when a hole is drilled in a rock. .\luiJi 
the same suiist:!.nce is gruuiiil from a 
i'rindstoue when a knife is sliurpencd on 
It, making the water muddy like that in a 
mud hole. 

It will be an interesting experiment 
to reduce a pebble to powder and plant 
ijctds in it to see if they will grow as well 
as in soil; but in preparing it try to 
itvoid using sandstone pebble, because 
sandy soils are liever very fertile. 

Not only is soil made up of bits ot 
jiowHlered rocks, but it everywhere rests I 
upon rock. Some cojisider soil to be 
c;n]y the surface layci-.>J in which plants 
grow; but really this is, in most place.s, 
essentially the eame as the layers below, 
down even to the Very rock, so that we 
ndglJt call it aJl soil, though, since u 
special name, rcgolith (meaning stone 
blanket), has been proposed for all tho 
soft, soil-like rock-cover, we may speak 
of it aa regolith and reserve the word 
soil for the surface layers on^. 

In -fiorn'o places there is no soil on tlie 
liare rocks; elsewhere tlie soil-cover is a 
foot or two deep; but there are places 
vvliere the regolith is several hundred feet 
lieep. In such places, even the -n-elks do 
uot reach the rocks; nor do the streams 
cut down to it; but even there, if onei 
should dig deej) enough, Jio wx)uld reach 
the .solid rock beneath. 

How iiaa this bard rncli been c'naiiged 
to loose soil? One of the ways, of which 
tlicre are several, may be easily studied 
■ivhenevcr a rock has been exposed to tliQ 
air. Let u.s go to a stone wall or among 
the pebbles in a field, for instanco, and, 
chippiug oif the surface notice how differ- 
ent tiic inside is from the outside. The 
outer crust ia rusted and possibly quite 
soft, while the interior is hard and fresh- 
er. Alanj excellent examples of this may 
bo §.ocn in any stone field or atone wall. 

As hard luon rusts and crumbles to- 
powder when exposed to the weather, so 
will the minerals and the rocks decay 
and fn.ll to bits- but rocks require a very 
much greater time for this than does 
iron, it hnppcn.=! that the soil of Ne-W 
York has not been produced by tho decay

cases c.-irried to the sea. elsewhere to 
lakes, or in still other places deposited 
in the Hood plains of the gliicier-fed 
rivers. .Now .>j(mie of this rock Hour is 
dug out to make into bricks. 

Knoiigh has been said to oliow that the 
soils of New- York were brought by n 
glacier and to point out that there are 
niiUiy dllferencus in the thickness ot the 
soil as well as in kind noid condition. 
Tlic agriculture of the state is greatly 
inliuenced by these differences. In some 
ca.st.s one part of a farm has a deep, rich 
soil, another part a btirren, sandy, peb-^ 
Idy or boulder co\ered soil, while in, 
Btiil another part the bed rock may be so 
near the surfuce that it does not pay to 
clear it. Moreover, some farms are in 
huiumocky moraines, while others, nea.r 
by, are on level iihiins, wJiere a broa(i 
glacial stream built up a Hood iilain in a 
place -ivliere now the stream is so sniall 
tluLt it never rises liigli enough to over- 
How the idain. 

There are even other dilferences tliau 
these and one \\liii is I'irniiliar with a re- 
gion is ofieii puzzled to explain thom; 
but they are .-ill due to the glacier or to 
the water furnished by its melting, and 
a careful study by a student of the sub- 
ject o£ glacial geology will serve to ex- 
plain them. Each place has liad peculiar 
conditions and it would be necessary to 
study eaeh'jdace carefully in order to ex- 
plain all the differences much further 
than has been done" here. 

Not only i.s agriculture influenced great- 
ly by the differences in the soil from place 
to place, but also by tho very fact thut 
tuey are giaciaj soils. In a soil that has 
I been formed hy the decay of rock some 
of the material needed by plants, tho 
. plant fluids, have been leached out ami 
j carried olT iiy the w'ater while the rock 
] was deca^viiig; but the glacial smls have 
I most (it these fundri.-Jiill sto.ed up lor use. 
I Here the minernis are simply ground u[ 
I and not nuicli dei.-a.veil, \vhile'in the nth 
[ c.-ise they are liadly dei-ayed, the dilf 
once being somewlial like that betw( 
iron tilings w-liicli are able to riisi a.ud' ■ 
decay, and iron rust which is already de- 
cayed. I 

Slowly the glacial soils are decaying, 
and, as they do so, aire furnishing plant 
food to the water which the roots greed- 
ily draw in. So the glacial soil is not 
a mere .';torehouse of plant food, but a 
niiiiiufactory of it iis well, and gla,ciiii 
.soil>i are therel'iu-e "strong"' and last for 
a long time. That decay is going on, es 
IHcially near Ihe surface, ma.y nfieii Ik' 
seen ill u cut in this kind of soil, where 
the natural blue enlm- nf ihu Soil is seen 
1 I low. while Ilea;' tin surface it is rust- 
ed yellow by ilie lircav of certain mill- 
(•rail- which cdiitai;' ii-ini.

ini|iiirtant than the soil; it acts as the in- 
1(1-1110(11, ii-y between man and the earth.

All over northeastern .North America

Not only is the soil [leculiar within tlii.y 
district but there are many small hills 
of clay and sand, or sometimes of both 
together. O'bey rise in bummocky form 
and often have deep pits or kettle-i^hnp- 
ed basins between, sometimes, when the 
soil is clayey enough to bold water, con- 
taining tiny pools. These hills extenil 
in somewhat irregular ranges stretching 
.-icross country from the east tow-ard the 
west. 

b'or a long time people wondered how 
this sioil, with its fm-eigii pebbles and 
boulders, all together called "drift," 
eanie to be jilaced w-here they arc; they 
were especially puzzled to tell how the 
-l.'irge boulders chilled erratics should have 
bi.'cn carried from one jilace to another. 
It w-as suggested that they caiiie from the 
bursting of planets, from comets, from 
Ihe explosion of muiinlains, from Hoods, 
and in otJier Avays ociiially unlikely; but 
Louis Agassiz, studying in the giaciei-s 
of the Aljis and the country round about, 
was inii)ressed by the resemblance be- 
tween th(! "drift" nnd the materials 
carrit'd by living glacier.4. 

Agas.siz therefore iirojiosed the hypoth- 
esis that gbuaers had carried the drift 
and left, it where we now lind it; liut for 
lu.iiiy years bis glaci.il hypothesis ned 
u ith a de.al of opposition because ii seeiii- 
eii impossible that tho climate could have 
changed so greatly as to cover w-liat is 
now it temperate land with a great sheet 
of ice. Indeed, even now, although all 
who have ciipecially studied the subject 
are convinced, many people, even iln se 
w-lio are edi.oated in some directions, 
have not accepted Agassiz' expla.n.it ion, 
jtist as years ago, long after it was prov- 
ed that the earth rotated each day, many 
people fitiJI believed that it wiir^ tlu! snn", 
not the earth, that was moiviug. . 

Tho glacial explanation is as certain 
that the earth rotates. For some reason' 
which we do not know the clitaoite ohaug- 
ed nnd allotved ice to eoter' ttemperate 
lands, as before that the dimate liad 
clianged so ai>' to nJlow plants dike tho«o 
now gro-wiug as far south as Virginia, to 
live in Greenland, now ice covered. Wlicn

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BEES AND TTrBIll WAVS. 

Who Has Studied Them Tallcs 
.Vbout 'Them Entertainingly. 



I.cw1hiowii (Mi'.l .lournal. 

Ex-Mayor William Whooler Bolster, of 
Aubnrne, Me., has long been engaged in 
the bee bufiiness on an extended scale. 
l''or this industry ho has always had a 
great love, anil all through liiri biiHy life 
he lurs kept a few hives, but not until his 
retirement from the practice of hi.s [iro- 
fecssiou did lie devote nearly all his time 
to an api:iry a.s now. Mr. Bolster is very 
iiiucli a naturalist and has made a special 
istudy of bee.-), until he uuderstaiids their 
habitti and instinetH thoroughly. In fact, 
I am doubtful is there is another man iu 
Maine better informed in this line than 
be is. In lalliing about his favorite pan- 
time, be said: 

"I have alwa.vts kept bees and havO 
closely studied their habits. I uiider- 
staud them, not from books, but from ac- 
IraJ obscrvalion, and I think practice i»i 
the bust of scIiooIn. One-half that tho 
books tell us about bees is not correct. 

"In the first place, let mo tell you that 
the instinct of the honey bee is wonder 
till. There is no living thing in which 
the sense of smell is SO keenly develop- 
ed. They are all extremely neat, and 
will allow not the slightest speck ot dirt 
in their hives. 'J'he one great .s<'cret of 
bee-kei'piiig, is you expect a success, is to 
keep them iu a clean place. Veutilation 
must aJc^o be loo];eil after very carefully.

"My bees never sling iiie iiei-sona 1 ly. 
If 1 hurt one he souiei iinrs Hiings, !ii"it 
lllin is only in f;elf-ilef"in-r. 1 e.-iii verv 
easily tell whether they jire .iiigry or in 
good humor by their scent. When ajiu'r.r 
or excited they throw oft" a disagi-e< li bl'e 
scent. Then I look out for war. 

"When the bees are haiipy they make 
a low. humming noise like the purrs of 
a eonieuied cat. There is no tronlile iu 
liaiidling or going around them at such 
li/m s. They seem to be al iH>ace with all 
the world. 

"Tho queen Is most earofuUy guard- 
ed ami protected by the workers. If a 
queen diin they immedi.-iteli' |.'o to wiel; 

.Mill raise another ■. Avbieii lakes alemt 

liL'lileen da.\-s. During this time they 
lefuse to work anil iin> no better than 
the drones. They only have one (lUeen 
..t a time, and it is wond<>rfiil the iutidli- 
genii- they .-iliow in divining her Avishew. 

II any trouble conies they all gatlier 
iiroiiiiil a.iiil eover her ll|i. 

"I li.ive told you liou neat they are in 
their hives. Sonietinies 1 [iiii a comb in 
III" lii\'i's .■iml tie it uji wi'li a siring. 
Tbey don't lik-e this al all. and gel the 
Siring out OS soon as [i vsible. 1 have 
seen a dozen of Hieni at work on a iiieee 
of string iiigL'ing it out of the hive. Tbey 
.lIIow no foreign matter to remain inside 
of the hive any longer than tho time 
noeiied hy Ibelu ill getting it out. 

"Tho past throe years have been bad 
for the boo bu.siacfiis. It lias been too dry 
In such cases as those I feed thcin oil 

syrup iii.'iile b.v melting sugar. LaHl year 
1 1, si se\ en coloiiliM b.v cold. 1 shall now 
put ni,\ liees ill the cellar ill a. finv ilayn. 
When I give tliem syrup I put it in a 
ho.\ at the top of the hive and the bees 
■ onie up anil get it during the night iind 
tal;e it to the eoliib.H. where it is ]iut into 
the eidlrt. 1 have known them to take 
away as luucli as .seven pounds ot this 
s.M U|i in a (single night. They ea.n see to 
Work in tlie dark as well as by day, and 
tbey like it better, too. In putting Hyruj) 
ii to the combs there is no <'heniical 
change. It still remains syrup, but they 
refuse to eat it Tintil it i« first put into 
the comb. 

"The bees can he.it their hive n,t will. 
It Is done by buzzing, and seems to 
be a natural gift with them. They are 
very fond of hot air and when they start 
in can soon heat their hive so you can 
easily fool the difference in lifting the 
cover. 

"If a boo dies in winter they lug tho 
body ont i'.t once, and this is done in tho 
same nietbodical niai.ncr that Ibi'y flo 
(•verything els.'. There i.s uotliiii;: tb.Mt 
will make bees i^n mad as to brush them. 
"\\'beu they light on you pay no alteulioii 
to Iheni, and tbey will not Rtiug. but if 
yon try li) bru.-ih ihciii o|T there will be 
iioiible at once. You uiiisi never show 
fe.ar around a. beehive. 

"In swarming, the niiceu always gives 
ine word of cnmm.'ind to get out of the 
hive. Tli(> old (Uie.s alwa.vtJ are the ones 
to go, leaving the young ones in full pos- 
fipssion ot tho hive. It usually works the 
other way in tho human family. The bees 
then cluster oround tho queen to guard
